And whereas all preliminaries required by the Drainage and Improvement 
of Lands (Ireland) Act 1863 to precede the making of this Provisional Order 
have been performed and complied with : 

And whereas we the said Commissioners upon consideration of the premi-es 
are satisfied of the propriety of constituting the proposed separate drainage 
district and that the proprietors of one moiety in value of the lands in the 
proposed district are in favour thereof and have subsequently to the date 
of the report of the said inspector assented thereto in writing and that 
the proprietors of one-third part in value of such lands in the said district 
have not expressed in writing their dissent to the formation of the said 
drainage district : 

Now therefore in pursuance of the power given to us by the said Acts

Sir Gerald Kichard Dease C.V.O. of Celbridge Abbey Celbridge in the 
dU county of Kildare chairman Edward Bailey of Iskaroon Trim William 
Newcome Waller of Allenstown Kells George Hur.t Fowler of Estate Office 
Hells all m the county of Meath Henry Chichester Tisdall J.P of 14 Nassau 
Street in the county of the city of Dublin and George Archibald Tisdall 
ol hie tain Navan in the county of Meath esquires. 

25 That the first meeting of said Board shall be summoned by notice under 
the hands of any two or more of the said Board published in the « Dublin 
Gazette" and some newspaper generally circulated in the said district 
at least fourteen days next before the day of meeting. 

That the qualification of any subsequent member of the said Board shall be 
30 that he shall be the proprietor (as defined by the Act of 1863 and the 
Acts referred to therein or incorporated therewith) of not less than twenty 
acres of land situate within the area of the said district or the land agent for 
the time being of a person being a proprietor as aforesaid of not less than one 
hundred acres of land situate within the area of said district and acting as a. 
35 receiver of the rents and protits of such lands.
